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Gulf of Sidra conflict; 
Catholic social teaching

WASHINGTON (NC) — When US. 
and Libyan military forces exchanged 
missiles shortly before Easter over Libya’s 
claim to control the entire Gulf of Sidra, 
there appeared to be a real danger that the 
two countries might be drawn into war. 


As it turned out, the firing stopped 
almost as quickly as it began. However, it 
left the question of whether a protracted 
skirmish would have satisfied traditional 
Catholic principles of a just war. 


AN ADDED ISSUE was the problem 
of international terrorism and its relation- 
ship to the legitimacy of going to war. 


Catholic Church leaders in the United 
States generally were not willing to 
comment on the Libyan skirmish or to 
-apply the just-war principles to the larger 
question of a U.S.-Libyan war. 


One Catholic ethicist, George Weigel, 
called the initial U.S. military response to 
Libyan missile attack legitimate acts of 
self-defense that illustrate the problem of 
international terrorism. 


Weigel is president of the Washington- 
based James Madison Foundation, a 
sister organization to the World Without 
War Council, which seeks to link issues of 
peace, human rights, and democracy. 


ACCORDING TO Weigel, there is no 
international mechanism for dealing with 
Libyan leader Moammar Khadafy. The 
Libyan strongman has threatened suicide 
terrorist attacks against Americans, has 
been blamed for sponsoring other acts of 
terrorism, including the December Rome 
and Vienna airport incidents, and, in the 
eyes of Weigel and others, threatens the 


peace of much of the world. 


In their 1983 pastoral letter on war and 
peace, the U.S. bishops deal primarily 
with the issue of nuclear war and its 
application under the just-war teaching. 


Less attention was devoted to flare-ups 
like that between the United States and 
Libya in the Mediterranean, or, for that 
matter, between the United States and 
terrorists sponsored by Libya or any other 
source. 


THE JUST-WAR theory — outlined 
in the classic sense by St. Augustine — 
maintains that lethal force may justifiably 
be used against an aggressor to protect 
innocent victims. 


The bishops, in their pastoral, noted 
that ‘‘the Christian has no choice but to 
defend peace, properly understood, 
against ageression. This is an inalienable 
obligation. It is the ‘how’ of defending 
peace that offers moral options.”’ 


Furthermore, the pastoral added, “‘ 
(Second Vatican) Council and popes have 
stated clearly that governments 
threatened by armed, unjust aggression 
must defend their people. This includes 
defense by armed force if necessary as a 
last resort.’’ However, it added, there are 
limits and conditions imposed on such a 
defense. 


WORKING FOR peaceful solutions to 
conflict ‘‘best reflects the call of Jesus 
both to love and to justice,’’ said the 
pastoral. ‘‘On the other hand, the fact of 
aggression, oppreszion, and injustice in 
our world also serves to legitimate the 
resort to weapons and armed force in

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DIOCESE DISAGREES — The Arch- 
diocese of New York has said it will investigate 
the possibility of legal action to reverse New 
York City’s newly approved homosexual civil 
rights bill. The bill, backed by the City 
Council on a vote of 21-14, had been the focus 
of intense debate. Cardinal John J. O'Connor 
of New York and Bishop Francis J. Mugavero 
of Brooklyn, whose diocese includes two of the 

_ city’s five boroughs, had jointly condemned 
the proposal as an attempt to secure “‘legal 
approval of homosexual conduct.”’ 


EDUCATORS BACK NORMS — The 
head of Fellowship of Catholic Scholars said 
his organization, made up primarily of 
Catholics working in higher education, 
supports a set of controversial norms proposed 
by the Vatican to govern Catholic colleges and 
universities. Msgr. George A. Kelly, a teacher 
at St. John’s University in Jamaica, N.Y., 
told a Catholic University of America 
audience in mid-March that it is 
‘“inconceivable that a school at any stage of 
education can call itself Catholic without 
simultaneously relating itself to the 
magisterium (teaching authority) of the 
Church.’’ The proposed norms, prepared and 
distributed last year by the Vatican 
Congregation for Catholic Education, have 
been criticized by many Catholic educators. 


MEDICAL ‘HIT LIST’ — The release of 
a controversial report showing which hospitals 
around the United States have significantly 
higher or lower death rates for Medicare 
patients amounts to issuing a “‘hit list,’’ said 
John E. Curley, Jr., president of the Catholic 
Health Association. The statistics, compiled 
by the Health Care Financing Administration, 
which runs the Medicare program, included 
about 30 Catholic hospitals among the 269 
institutions that have death rates above or 
below the national patterns. The Catholic 
hospitals were about equally divided between 
higher-than-average and lower-than-average 
death rates for Medicare patients. 


DIALOGUE NEEDED — The 
Nicaraguan bishops have accused their 
nation’s foreign minister, Father Miguel 
D’Escoto, a suspended Catholic priest, of 
heading a campaign to incite Nicaraguan 
‘Catholics to rebel against the pope and the 
country’s hierarchy. The bishops issued their 
criticism in a 300-word statement. The 
statement reiterated the desire of the bishops to 
resolve church-state problems through 
dialogue. It criticized Father D’Escoto, who 
had said that bishops opposed to the 
government should leave the country. Such 
statements ‘‘put in danger the security of the 
bishops and of church personnel,’’ the 
statement said. 


BISHOP DOUGHERTY DIES — 
Retired Auxiliary Bishop John J. Dougherty of 
Newark, 
N.J., 78, died 
March 20. 
Bishop 
Dougherty 
had been out- 
spoken on 
peace issues 
and was one 
of the first 
U.S. bishops 
| to speak out 
against the 
Vietnam 
War. He 
served as an 
auxiliary in the Newark archdiocese from 
January 1963 until he retired in September 
1982 at age 75. 

Just after his election in November 1971 toa 
three-year term as chairman of the U.S. 
Catholic Conference Committee on Social 
Development and World Peace, Bishop 
Dougherty said, ‘‘The mission of the Church 
very simply is to preach the Gospel and closely 
related, and inseparable in my judgment, is 
the social application of the Gospel.”’ 

In February 1972 he said in a newspaper 
interview that a significant breakthrough in 
the way bishops related to the government 
came from the U.S. bishops’ statement the 
previous November calling an end to the 
Vietnam War a high-priority moral 
imperative. 

U.S. bishops, he said, come out of a 
Catholic background that had long adhered to 
‘funquestioning compliance with 
governmental policies on the questions of war 
and peace.”’

CONTROLLED SEMINARY — The 
formation of Vietnamese Catholic priests has 
become a government-controlled activity, 
according to letters from Vietnam and visitors 
to the Southeast Asian country. The sources 
say candidates for the priesthood are chosen by 
provincial authorities and managed by the 
Religious Affairs Department, which controls 
all aspects of their lives. Seminarians’ names 
are transferred from their birthplace registry to 
the seminary, sources say. Registration 
decides conditions for buying food and access 
to social services. According to the sources, 
seminarians judged ‘‘not flexible enough’’ risk 
having names removed from the seminary 
census, but not restored to their birthplace, 
isolating them and forcing them to become 
beggars. 


VATICAN CONSULTANT — Pope 
John Paul II has named Bishop Mark Hurley 
of Santa Rosa as a consultor to the Vatican 
Congregation for Catholic Education. 
Consultors are periodically requested to attend 
meetings and to provide written assessments 


on Catholic education matters. The Catholic ’ 


education congregation is headed by Cardinal 
William Baum, the highest ranking U.S. 
churchman at the Vatican. 


POPE ANSWERS DUTCH — Pope 
John Paul II told a Dutch ecumenical group 
that before the Catholic Church permits inter- 
faith Communion, there will have to be 
agreement on the nature of the Church and on 
the priesthood. ‘‘For Catholics,’’ the pope 


said, ‘‘the problem of eucharistic sharing. 


cannot be resolved in isolation from our 
understanding of the mystery of the Church 
and of the ministry that serves unity.’’ The 
pope made his remarks during an audience 
with Dutch Protestant leaders on the last day 
of a series of Vatican meetings between the 
Dutch churchmen and officials of the Vatican 
Secretariat for Promoting Christian Unity. 
During the meetings, the Dutch delegation 
had sharp criticism for Catholic Church policy 
on inter-Communion, intermarriage, and 
ordination of women to the priesthood. 


AMA POSITION QUESTIONED — 
New American Medical Association guidelines 
that would let doctors stop food and water for 
irreversibly comatose or dying patients do not 
meet Catholic ethical standards, said Jesuit 
Father John R. Connery and Archbishop 
Philip M. Hannan of New Orleans. ‘“The 
Church strongly condemns this position,’’ 
Archbishop Hannan said in a column in his 
archdiocesan newspaper, the Clarion Herald. 
Archbishop Hannan said ‘food and water are 
‘ordinary means of preserving life and there- 
fore obligatory.’’ Father Connery, professor 
emeritus of moral theology at Loyola 
University, Chicago, said the new guidelines 
would allow physicians to ‘‘determine 


treatment on the basis of the quality of life’’ 
and could create situations of euthanasia or 
mercy killing ‘‘by omission.’’ 


CLEARED BY VATICAN — Seven 
more nuns who signed a 1984 advertisement 
on abortion published in The New York Times, 
including six Sisters of Loretto, have been 
cleared by the Vatican of threats that they 
would be expelled for their signatures. The 
seven were cleared during a week-long visit to 
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the United States by two Vatican officials who 
held a series of meetings on the cases of ad 
signers still under threat of expulsion. The ad 
argued that there is more than one legitimate 
church position on abortion. Sister Marian 
McAvoy, president of the Sisters of Loretto, 
and the six nuns of her order met March 21 in 
Denver with the two Vatican officials and 
Archbishop Pio Laghi, papal pronuncio to the 
United States. Cleared were Sister of Humility 
Kathryn Bissell and Loretto Sisters Mary Ann 
Cunningham, Mary Louise Denny, Maureen 
Fiedler, Pat Kenoyer, Ann Patrick Ware, and 
Virginia Williams. : 


EQUAL ACCESS — The U.S. Supreme 
Court, ruling on a procedural question that 
avoided a First Amendment dispute, March 
25 let stand a federal court decision that 
allowed a public high school student bible 
study group the same ‘‘equal access’’ to school 
facilities as other extracurricular clubs. The 
high court, in its 5-4 ruling on Bender vs. 
Williamsport Area School District, stated that 
a federal appeals court had erred in allowing a 
former school board member the legal 
standing to continue the case. The case 
originally pitted the school board against 
Petros, a student Bible study and prayer group 
that was denied the right to meet during a. free 
period at the Williamsport, Pa., high school. 


LEGITIMATE DEFENSE — The U.S. 
strikes against Libyan missile sites and naval 
forces in retaliation for attacks on U.S. planes 
were legitimate acts of self defense that 
‘illustrate a larger problem’’ of international 
terrorism, said George Weigel, a Catholic 
ethicist on peace issues. Weigel is president of 
the Washington-based James Madison 
Foundation, a sister organization to the World 
Without War Council. ‘‘(Libyan leader 
Moammar) Khadafy has clearly over the past 
15 years set himself outside the international 
community,’’ Weigel said. The problem, 
Weigel added, is that there is no international 
mechanism to deal with Khadafy. A “‘larger 
question’’ than the fight over the disputed 
Gulf of Sidra, Weigel said, ‘‘is how to build a 
concerted effort against outlaw nations’’ that 
support terrorist activities. 


ABSOLUTE POWER CORRUPTS — 
Six northern Mexican bishops have denounced 
corruption and criticized what they called one- 
party rule in Mexico. In a pastoral letter, titled 
“Christian Involvement in Politics’? and 
released March 23, they also said the Church 
has a right to comment on political issues.

SACRAMENTO — The state assembly over- 
whelmingly passed out its toughest anti-pornography bill 
in over a decade on March 20. The California Catholic 
Conference supports SB 139, which would strengthen the 
standards for determining obscene matter. 

Under current law, obscene matter is considered 
“matter (which is) utterly without redeeming social 
importance.’’ Law enforcement efforts have been severly 
hampered by this vague definition. 

The revised standard offered by SB139 defines obscene 
matter as ‘‘matter which taken as a whole lacks significant 
literary, artistic, political, educational, or scientific 
value.”’ 

“Law enforcement officials, including the attorney 
general of California, consider it a great step forward in 
the war against pornography,’’ said William Burke, 
legislative counsel for the conference. ‘“They urge public 
support of SB139.”’ 

The bill will be sent to the senate for concurrence to 
assembly amendments after the Easter recess. Persons 
wishing to support SB139 should write to their senators at 
the State Capitol, Sacramento, CA 95814.

bishop, even though he was rector of the cathedral and 
had been a priest for 22 years at the time he was appointed 
to San Diego. 


REGARDING WHETHER or not Bishop Buddy ever 
resigned as bishop of San Diego, the evidence we looked 
at indicates that he did and he did not. A memo in the 
diocesan archives, dated Sept. 23 of 1963, states that 
Bishop Buddy resigns as ‘‘Incumbent of the Catholic 
Bishop of San Diego, a Corporation Sole.’’ A second 
memo, dated Sept. 25 and also signed by Bishop Buddy as 
well as Bishop Furey, makes the same statement to the 
Bank of America. These two memos were necessary for 
the transfer of diocesan accounts from Buddy’s to Furey’s 
control. However, the memos also specify that Bishop 
Buddy was retaining ‘‘the ecclesiastical title of Bishop of 
San Diego.”’ 


Our commemorative issue also became the subject of 
an editorial in the Saint Joseph Gazette in Bishop Buddy’s 
home town of St. Joseph, Mo. In addition to 
summarizing our own article, editor Frederick W. Slater 
also pointed out some facts about the bishop’s Missouri 
days. 


“In his days as assistant and later as rector of the 
cathedral, Buddy, who was over six foot, was an active 
man, doing everything from getting down on his knees 
and playing marbles with kids — he usually managed to 
lose a couple of good agates — to establishing the St. 


Vincent Shelter and Cafeteria in Depression days where 
the hungry were fed and the poor — whole families at 
times — found a warm place to sleep. 


“SOME PEOPLE lifted their eyebrows when he 
insisted.on going out to the County Poor Farm — then a 
smelly place that had the odor of death — to say Mass on 
Sundays. The eyebrows went a little higher when he 
founded St. Augustine Church for Blacks in a frame 
house at 18th and Angelique Streets. 


““Perhaps these were signs of a man who had his own 
ideas. But when Buddy got to San Diego, the ideas came 
out in full bloom... . All in all, that was quite a man 
Rome sent from St. Joseph to San Diego.”’ 


Obviously, our Bishop Buddy is still remembered in St. 
Joe. 


THE MENTION we made of plans for a statue of 
Bishop Buddy also caused some inquiries. The plans have 
advanced, and the University of San Diego has contracted 
Jesus Dominguez to sculpt the statue. Mr. Dominguez 
also sculpted the statue of St. Didacus, which stands 
before the Copley Library on campus. 


Dr. Bill Pickett, director of development at USD, said 
that plans call for the completion of the statue by January 
1987. Dr. Pickett said that the statue will be crafted of 
bronze and will be life-size. Bishop Buddy will be depicted 
as if speaking, making one of the dramatic gestures that 
helped to make him known as such a forceful and 
dynamic evangelist. He will be wearing cassock and full 
cape, as well as horn-rimmed glasses. 


Possible sites for the statue are still being explored by 
the university. 


Bishops may be receiving questionable advice 


The U.S. bishops — single, celibate, 
average age 60 — have been getting a 
good deal of advice about women these 
last few months. 


As you may know, they have 
established a special writing committee to 
draft a pastoral on women in the Church 
in the United States. They have been 
given a one-woman staff, a tiny budget, 
and a lot of conflicting advice. 


THEIR PURPOSES are noble 
indeed: to speak to and about women in 
the Church and American society in the 
post council years. 


Their procedure was tested on the 
economy and peace pastorals: form a 
committee, conduct hearings, listen to all 
sides. 


The best advice I thought they got 
came from a group of top women 
religious in the United States who said: 
‘‘Drop the project for now. Everything is 
in an uproar. Don’t issue anything until 
the landscape clears.’’ I fully agree. 


THE BISHOPS’ timing is 
abominable. Somebody should pull a 
page out of ‘‘Hill Street Blues’’ and have 
Officer Rico read them their rights: ‘You 
have a right to remain silent. Remember 
anything you say can and may be used 
against you in the court of public 
opinion.”’ 

Two quick examples will demonstrate 
how confused the landscape is. 


FIRST: MARRIAGE. Look at 
today’s young -couple planning their 
future. Church weddings are back. 
Everything is done in proper order. 
Because of the rising level of education in 
our society, both are a little older and 
both are likely to be professionals. Future 
plans, living, working? What I hear most 
often is: ‘‘Her career is as important as 
his. They’ll have to work it out. between 
themselves.”’ 


Perhaps so, but that isn’t my reading of 
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the present state of marriage in the 
Church. Everything I’ve seen of marriage 
and the family indicates there is more to it 
than the mere merging of two careers, or 
exchanging two addresses for one. 


Neither Vatican II nor John Paul II’s 
1981 charter document on ‘‘The 
Christian Family in the Modern World” 
(Familiaris Consortio) discusses marriage 
in that light. 


IT IS IMPOSSIBLE to encapsulate 
the longest document this pope ever wrote 
into a few pungent words but the intent is 
clear: Man and woman are persons of 
great dignity because each is made in the 
image of God. They are intimately 
involved in God’s plan for the future of 
the world: Marriage and the Family. But 
(and this is a big but) it is God’s plan that 
the Church is speaking about. 


Often, in today’s modern marriages, 
God’s plan and their plan don’t seem to 
be in sync. The women’s movement, in 
seeking to enfranchise women from the 
home, the pope points out, has come close 
to enslaving them to the marketplace. 
There is little agreement even on 
principles and role responsibilities. 


SECOND: INFORMATION. The 
representative quality of the advice being 
given to the bishops is questionable. 


In our society, we seem to know exactly 
what everybody thinks about everything. 
We are able to instantly find out with 
sophisticated polling procedures whether 
folks are watching ‘‘Cosby’’ or ‘“The 
London Philharmonic”’ or ‘““The News at 
oy 


Yet for this extraordinarily important 


issue, the first ever document from the 
bishops on women, we are trusting to a 
few theological experts and some public 
hearings in a number of dioceses. 


WHO WILL come to the hearings? 
Professional women, organized women’s 
groups, some Church workers. Who will 
be underrepresented? The vast majority 
of single, married, and religious women 
in the Church. 

What to do, so as not to waste all the 
efforts already put into the work? Take 
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the advice of those women religious 
leaders. Put the pastoral on_ hold. 
Consider, instead, writing one first on 
sexism, then a second on the family, then 
two more: one on women and another on 
men. Use the material already gathered 
as input for all four pastorals as well as for 
the World Synod on the Laity, which is 
coming up in 1988. 


That’s what I think should be done. 


Why don’t you tell the editor what you 


think? (Your bishop may be listening.)

Suggestion followed 


The main purpose of this letter is to 
compliment you for the excellent but 
short article (3/8) on Bishop Buddy, the 
founding father of the Diocese of San 
Diego and of the University of San Diego. 


Msgr. Jack Baer, president of the 
College for Men of the University of San 


Diego, on Oct. 15, 1969, appointed me 


the official historian of the College for 
Men of the University of San Diego. I 
mention this fact because in gathering 
material, from 1969 to 1973, to write the 
history of the University of San Diego, I 
garnered considerable material on the life 
of Bishop Buddy, which is now in the 
diocesan archives. 


I would like to point out that Charles 
Francis Buddy had never been a 
monsignor. On Oct. 31, 1936, Rome 
appointed Father Buddy, rector of the 
Cathedral in St. Joseph, Mo., to be the 
Ordinary of the newly formed Diocese of 
San Diego. 


In reading the chronological list of the 
‘‘Life and times of Bishop Buddy”’ I note: 
“Sept. 25, 1963 — Buddy officially 
resigns.”’ I call into question this 
statement because, to the best of my 
knowledge, Charles Francis Buddy never 
resigned as bishop of the Diocese of San 
Diego but was relieved of all authority 
and jurisdiction over the Diocese of San 
Diego by Rome, when the Holy Father 
appointed Bishop Francis J. Furey 
(auxiliary of Philadelphia) in 1963 to be 
the apostolic administrator of the Diocese 
of San Diego. 


Reportedly, Bishop Buddy did not 
gracefully accept Rome’s appointment of 
Bishop Furey as his successor and 
appealed to the Holy Father. Apparently, 
Pope Paul VI took no action except in 
January of 1964 to appoint Charles 
Francis Buddy as assistant to the 
pontifical throne. Until the day of Bishop 
Buddy’s death, March 6, 1966, Bishop 
Furey always insisted on being called 
apostolic administrator. 

In my humble opinion, if Bishop 
Buddy had gracefully resigned in 1963 to 
become bishop emeritus, when Bishop 
Furey arrived in the diocese as apostolic 
administrator, Pope Paul VI would have 
named Charles Francis: Buddy a titular 
archbishop. 

The color picture of Bishop Buddy on 
the first page of the March 6 edition of 
Southern Cross is magnificent and true to 
life. May the Divine Master grant him 
eternal rest and happiness. 


Through another source, I saw a 


picture of a life-size statue of Bishop © 


Buddy, finally being erected on the 
campus to honor him as the founder of the 
University of San Diego. When I visited 
the university a year-and-a-half ago, in 


early October of 1984, I was interviewed 
by Ms. Nowak (of your staff). When I 
suggested that some special recognition 
on the campus should be shown Bishop 
Buddy as the founder of the university, 
Ms. Nowak wrote in the article: ‘‘Father 
Rigney hopes that a bust or statue of 
Bishop Buddy will be built and put in a 
prominent place on the campus.”’ 


You know, it would have been real 
nice, if you had mentioned that I had 
made such a suggestion.

Peaceful beauty belies danger in daily life

If there had been windows in the little shack, they 
would have shaken violently and probably would have 
shattered completely. 


As it was, the tin roof rattled and the walls reverberated 
with each explosion, waking us at 6:00 a.m. in the refugee 
camp of Calle Real outside the city of San Salvador. 
About 10 kilometers away from us, another bombing raid 
on the vicinity of Guazapa had begun. 


ONE OF THE best kept secrets of the civil war 
presently taking place in El Salvador continues to be the 
effects of these bombing raids on the civilian populations 
of Guazapa and Chalatenango. 


One person who knows about these effects is Arch- 
bishop Arturo Rivera y Damas, whose office helps to 
administer refugee camps such as Calle ‘Real, and who 
himself recently returned from a pastoral visit into the 
FMLN ‘‘controlled zone’’ in Chalatenango. It was his 
first pastoral visit into the area since he had traveled there 
to negotiate the release of President Duarte’s daughter 
from the FMLN. During this most recent pastoral visit, 
he was also subjected to bombing in the vicinity of where 
he was staying. 


During the past year, many people in the United States 
and El Salvador have repeatedly voiced their protests at 
the indiscriminate bombing of the populations in these 
areas. The present government in El] Salvador has denied 
these people are civilians but rather are ‘‘collaborators 
with terrorists.”’

ARCHBISHOP RIVERA y Damas returned from his 
trip with a distinctly different impression. Convinced that 
there are considerable civilian populations in the areas, he 
has promised to send more priests and pastoral workers to 
them. 


During a recent trip to El Salvador, we had a chance to 


talk briefly with the archbishop and were also invited by © 
some diocesan pastoral workers to travel into the zona: 


controllada as it is called, where the FMLN freely operate. 


Visiting the towns of La Laguna, Ojos de Agua, El _ 


Carrizal, and El Zapotal, we were witnesses to simple 
scenes of children playing ball on the church steps, 
women walking the streets carrying water, old men who 
have lived in the area all their lives and who simply wish 
to stay there until they die. It is a beautiful green country 
at this time of year, with rolling mountains, sharply 
declining valleys and waterfalls appearing as if out of 
nowhere along the rugged mountain roads. 


ALSO PRESENT, reminding us that indeed there is a 
war taking place, were young men, some mere boys of 12, 
with automatic rifles slung over their shoulders. 


Because these villages lie in an area the army will not 
enter (except for “‘operations’’ involving hundreds of 
soldiers), these people are targets for the 500-pound 
bombs made in the United States. The villages we visited 
had not been bombed as yet, but the people knew that 
they could be at any time. 


Their crime is living in their homes, in the villages in 
which they grew up. It makes no difference if they are 
sympathetic to the FMLN, or whether they disagree or 
are simply trying to be neutral (an increasingly difficult 
option in El Salvador). 


IT IS ALREADY too late for the people of Basilica 
and San Roque, two incredibly cramped and crowded 
refugee centers in the city of San Salvador. These people 
have already been targets and have had to flee for their 
lives. Most of them were from the villages near Guazapa, 
others were from Suchitoto and Chalatenango. 

First the bombs would come, they told us, and 
following that, the soldiers would come in and 
systematically set fire to all the houses that the bombs had 


not destroyed. 


One boy of seven explained that he came out of his 
house after a bombing attack and saw the body parts of his 
neighbors strewn all over the adjoining field. Another boy 
of eight, whose name is Salvador, told us in a shaky voice 
that as the soldiers were setting fire to his house, he saw 
one snatch a baby boy out of his mother’s arms, beat the 
woman, and then throw the baby against a wall, killing 
the child. 


AS WE TALKED with more people, it was clear that 
such stories were not uncommon. How much the children 
of El Salvador have to witness, experience, and suffer, 
began to strike us. 

At least 30 percent of the 1.7 billion dollars the United 
States has sent to El Salvador since 1980 is directly war- 
related. In light of that statistic, and instances such as the 
above, we must acknowledge how these funds are being 
used. ; 

In April of 1985, Archbishop John O’Connor of New 
York told a congressional committee that the US. 
Catholic bishops opposed ‘‘. . . the introduction into El] 
Salvador of highly technological weapons systems and 
weapons systems that intensify the destructive nature of 
the war and increase the danger to civilians.” 

ON JAN. 26 of this year, Archbishop John Quinn of 
San Francisco was in E] Salvador, and in a World Day of 
Peace Message stated: ‘‘The bombing of civilians in the 
countryside cannot be justified and. the use of arms 
against brothers and sisters who are unarmed is an out- 
rage against the law of God and international law.”’ 

Despite this kind of moral opposition, the bombing 
continues. 

It was made clear to us that such public opposition, 
especially for Salvadorans, can mean risking one’s life. 
The death squads still operate and people still 
‘‘disappear.”’ 

Death threats against Archbishop Rivera y Damas were 


- delivered at the end of 1984 and were renewed in June of 


1985 when, after condemning an FMLN attack on a 
nightclub frequented by U.S. army personnel, he 
contrasted the public outcry at the resulting deaths with 
the absolute silence about the bombing of innocent 
civilians by government forces. Except for rare voices like 
his, that silence continues, along with the deafening roar 
of those 500-pound bombs.

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Peoples’ kindness gives lift during grief

OCEANSIDE — When Hetty Peterson attended Holy 
Week and Easter Sunday liturgies at San Luis Rey 
Mission last week, she pondered the mystery of her 
daughter’s execution-style death. 


Scarlett Rogenkamp, 38, was fatally shot in the head 
and dumped off the hijacked plane, Egypt Air, in Malta 
Nov. 23. She was on a vacation flight from Athens, 
Greece, to Cairo, Egypt. 


ROGENKAMP WAS employed by the U.S. Air Force 
as a specialist in industrial property management, and 
had worked in Greece about two years, Peterson said. 


She was one of three U.S. passengers on Egypt Air and 
the only American killed. Jackie Pflug of Pasadena, 
Texas, and Patrick Scott Baker of White Salmon, Wash., 
were also bound and shot in the same manner, but they 
survived their wounds. 


Two Israelis suffered the same brutality; one died later 
in a hospital. 


ABOUT 10 hours after the shootings, Egyptian 
commandos stormed the plane, shot the hijackers, and 
tossed smoke bombs inside. The terrorists then threw 
hand grenades, and flames swept through the plane. 
Reports claimed that about 60 were killed in the incident 
and one hijacker survived. 


Pflug called Peterson two months later offering details 
of Rogenkamp’s last minutes alive. 


“Scarlett was sensitive,’’ her mother said, mentioning 
her surprise at hearing she maintained an exterior calm 
during the terrorism. 


PETERSON REPEATED her daughter’s 
conversation with Pflug as it was told to her. 

“‘Are you religious?’’? Rogenkamp asked. 

Pflug’s reply was affirmative. 

“Do you know the Hail Mary?”’ 


Her companion again said ‘‘yes’’ 
together, Peterson said. 

SHE WAITED two days for confirmation of her 
daughter’s death after receiving a call from the U.S. State 
Department the evening of Nov. 23. The American killed 
was described as 20 years old and very tall. Rogenkamp’s 
height was six feet. 


and the two prayed it 


Peterson said she was “‘totally confused’’ about her 
daughter’s fate during those ‘‘two days of chaos. My 


stomach said ‘yes;’ my head said ‘it couldn’t be.’ ”’ 


Matching footprints on Rogenkamp’s birth certificate 
found in her Athens apartment verified the identification. 


PETERSON RECALLED feeling numb the following 
week while waiting for the body to arrive in San Diego. 
She credited her sister from Florida and sister-in-law from 
New York with helping her through that period. Both had 
experienced violent deaths in their families. 


Following the funeral Mass at Mary, Star of the Sea 
Church Nov. 30, Rogenkamp was buried at Eternal Hills 
Memorial Park in Oceanside, a mile from her mother’s 
home. Peterson said she occasionally stops to pray at her 
daughter’s grave located near a tree now bright with 
scarlet blossoms. 


Their last reunion was in Vienna, Austria, in 
September 1985 where the two spent a week together. 


THE PREVIOUS year they had a month-long visit in 
Greece and a month in Tel Aviv where Rogenkamp was 
sent on an auditing assignment. 


While they toured the Holy Land, Peterson said she 
was impressed with the olive trees outside the walls of 
Jerusalem, the site of Jesus’ agony in the garden. 


Although ‘‘angry at her daughter’s senseless 
execution,’’ the tragedy has led Peterson to ‘‘question her 
priorities. I will have to be more giving; I don’t have that 
much time to help,’’ the 60-year-old native of Holland 
said. 


SHE IS reading Thomas Merton’s book Life and 
Holiness and the Daily Word published by the Unity 
School of Christianity. She looks to the latter for help in 
trying to forgive her daughter’s executioner. 


She said she ‘‘experienced peace’’ during a weekend 
retreat she made at San Luis Rey Mission for people 
grieving the loss of a loved one. At this time she resolved 
to resume the regular practice of her faith. During the 
previous 12 years, she had lost interest in regular church 
attendance, but continued ‘‘searching for an inner peace 
and something to hold onto.’’ 


Peterson now attends Mass regularly at the Mission 
where she seeks ‘spiritual nourishment. However, she 
“prefers the quiet, private worship...in_ the 
environment of old European churches.”’ 


SHE LIVED in Holland, France, Japan, Thailand, 


Vietnam, Cambodia, India, and Hong Kong while 
married to her former husband who works for the U.S.

Peterson’s home displays a touch of European 
ambience. An arched stained-glass image of Christ 
crowned with thorns, titled Ecce Homo, stands in her 
large living room window. A 10-inch silver and brass 
crucifix mounted in glass hangs in a hallway. Both images 
were made in Holland. 


Peterson said she is being iisenced by the example of 
other Christians. Mother Teresa of Calcutta, whom she 
saw three times in the 1970s, inspired her with her 
“‘tininess, simplicity, and sincerity.” She was touched by 
an Easter Vigil she attended in the convent chapel in one 
of Mother Teresa’s orphanages. 


SHE CONTINUES to respond to nearly 400 letters of 
condolence. that poured in after Rogenkamp’s death. 
Many are from people she did not know. ‘‘Their kindness 
gave me a lift,’’ she said. 


Peterson has four grown children living in California, 
Washington, Texas, and Washington, D.C. 


Elizondo challenges teachers to be generous

ANAHEIM (NC) — Emphasizing the National 
Catholic Educational Association’s convention theme of 
celebration, Father Virgil P. Elizondo called on teachers 


to bring the poorest among them to ‘“‘the great feast of 
life.”’ : 


Father Elizondo, founder and president of the 
Mexican-American Cultural Center in San Antonio, 
Texas, was the keynote speaker at the March 31-April 3 
NCEA convention in Anaheim. 


THIS YEAR’S convention has as its theme ‘‘Mission 
and Ministries — A Celebration.’’ 


Father Elizondo’s suggestion of a ‘‘Peace Corps of 
Catholic students’’ to give their time and talents to the 
poor was met with applause from the convention 
participants. 


“‘Our people are generous. We need to challenge them. 
We have the mechanism — the Catholic schools’’ to form 
“‘an army of commitment,”’ he said. 


“WE ARE CALLED upon to give heroes to our 
children, to lead them to the great feast of life,’’ Father 
Elizondo added, suggesting Catholic Worker founder 


Dorothy Day, Nobel Peace Prize winner Mother Teresa 
of Calcutta, and Archbishop Oscar Romero, murdered 
archbishop of San Salvador, El Salvador, as heroes for 
today. 
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Catholic teachers must ‘‘truly share, truly taste, truly 
feel with the poor, the rejected, the marginalized,”’ F ather 
Elizondo said, reminding the educators that Christ was 
among the poor and rejected. 

Christ chose to be born a Jew, a member of a people 
rejected by other peoples, and he chose to be born in 
Galilee, a place scorned even by Jews, Father Elizondo 
said. Also, since his mother was not married when she 
conceived him, his birth was surrounded by rumors of 
scandal. 

“JESUS BECAME the nothing of the world,”’ he 
said. He became ‘‘the people he was going to serve.’ 

Ministers today must also become the people they are 
going to serve, must listen to them and enter into their 
world, according to Father Elizondo. 

Although Jesus chose to be born among the poorest of 
people, he also chose to celebrate life, the priest said. 
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Elizondo cited examples of Christ celebrating with his 
parents and even celebrating on Holy Thursday, the 
night before he died. 


THIS SENSE of celebration is important, Father 
Elizondo said, because ‘‘in the religious feast we enter 
into the deepest level of human existence. We truly go out 
of ourselves.’

Vatican lifts silencing of theologian

VATICAN CITY (NC) — The Vatican’s silencing of 
Franciscan Father Leonardo Boff, a controversial 
Brazilian liberation theologian, has been lifted, said a 
Franciscan official in Rome April 1. 


The disciplinary action had prohibited Father Boff 
from lecturing and writing on theology. 


THE OFFICIAL, Father Angelo Stelline, spoke to 
National Catholic News Service after press reports from 
Brazil quoted Father Boff as saying his Franciscan 
superiors had removed the penalties March 29. 


“I can confirm Father Boff’s statement,’’ said Father 
Stelline, acting head of Franciscan headquarters in the 
absence of the order’s superior general, U.S. Father John 
Vaughn, who was visiting the United States. 


The lifting of the disciplinary action also was confirmed 
April 1 by Joaquin Navarro-Valls, Vatican press spokes- 
man, who said the Franciscans had been given permission 
by the Vatican Congregation for the Doctrine of the Faith 
and the Vatican Congregation for Religious and Secular 
Institutes to remove the penalties. 


IN A JOINT letter sent April 26, 
congregations imposed the penalties and told the 
Franciscans to communicate the penalties to Father Boff. 


The disciplinary action came about two months after 
the doctrinal congregation criticized Father Boff’s book, 
Church: Charism and Power, as dangerous to the faith 
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because of its views on the Church’s hierarchical 
structure, dogma, exercise of power, and prophetic role. 


The penalties included ‘‘a period of respectful silence, 
permitting serious reflection for Father Boff and 
abstention from his responsibilities in editing the ‘REB’ 
and from other activities as lecturer and writer,’’ said a 
Vatican press release issued at the time. 


REB IS A Brazilian theological review. 


The Vatican press release did not say how long the 
silencing would last, but Vatican and Franciscan officials 
said at the time it would be about a year.

OCEANSIDE — In the early 1970s, 
Marie Chavez set out to save the 
sanctuary in which she had made her first 
communion and in which her brothers 
had been altar servers. 


The facility, now known as St. Mary’s 


Chapel, was the original St. Mary Star of 


the Sea Church in Oceanside. It first 
opened its doors on Easter Sunday 1893, 
according to Chavez. 


WHEN THE present St. Mary Star of 
the Sea Church was built in 1927, the 
building became the parish hall. In 1939, 
the “‘little church’”’ had to make way for a 
parish home. 


Chavez’s father became concerned 
over the fate of the building. With the 
parish pastor’s permission, he was able to 
secure a piece of donated property in east 
Oceanside to which the building could be 
moved. 


In 1939, the facility was moved to 1510 
Lemon Street. It was used for the neigh- 
borhood’s religious services until 1970 
when it became unusable due to 
deterioration and disrepair, explained 
Chavez, adding that a swarm of bees also 
had taken up residence in the chapel’s 
sacristy. 


LIKE HER father, Chavez set out to 
save the chapel. She secured the parish 
pastor’s permission, agreeing to get 
estimates for needed repairs and find 
volunteer workers to help restore the 
facility. 


Between 1971-75, Chavez spoke to 
numerous groups, circulated petitions, 
and communicated with the parish and 
the bishop’s office in an effort to save the 
chapel. 


In 1975, her concern over the chapel’s 
possible destruction prompted her to 
write a ‘‘Prayer of St. Mary’s Chapel,”’ 
the 78-year-old Chavez explained. 


SHORTLY AFTERWARD, Chavez 
addressed a Spanish-speaking parent- 
teacher group in Oceanside. The group, 
all of whom were members of St. Mary 
Star of the Sea parish, agreed to take on 
the chapel restoration project. 


The group formed a_ non-profit 
organization to accomplish the 
calling themselves the Mexican-American 
Taxpayers Association. The organization 
obtained a 35-year lease on the facility 
with an option to renew from the diocese, 
Chavez said, adding that the Padre 
Hidalgo Center helped in getting the 
lease. The association agreed to fund all 
restoration costs and take care of the 
building’s upkeep afterward. 


Restoration work was completed by 
1977. Work performed included termite 
fumigation, installation of a new roof, 
complete electric rewiring, addition of 
two restrooms, repainting, and 
installation. of sidewalks and ramps, 


Chavez said, adding that the repairs cost 
about $5,000. 
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FUNDS FOR the project were raised 
through various activities, including 
dances, dinners, fiestas, and rummage 
sales, Chavez said. To raise money, she 
also built a replica of the chapel, which 
was displayed at the parish’s Our Lady of 
Guadalupe Day celebration on Dec. 12, 
1976. 


The restored chapel reopened its doors 
for children’s CCD classes in March 
1977, Chavez said, adding that 42 
children showed up for religion 
instruction the first day. 


Chavez explained that the chapel now 


_serves as an outreach post for the Spanish- 


speaking people in the area. For many of 
the area’s residents, St. Mary Star of the 
Sea parish in downtown Oceanside is too 
far for them to go for religious 
instruction, she said. 


BESIDES CHILDREN’S catechism 
classes, prayer group meetings, Spanish 
choir practice, Bible classes, and youth 
group meetings are held in the chapel, she 
said. 


Because the chapel has to be self- 
sufficient, a donation box has been placed 
inside the facility. Fundraisers are also 
held periodically to provide the money 
needed to pay electric and water bills, as 
well as for general maintenance of the 
building, Chavez explained. 


Although some people have charged 
that the chapel has separated St. Mary’s 
Spanish-speaking parishioners from 
English-speaking ones, Chavez disagrees. 
She feels the evangelization work being 
done at the chapel has drawn more people 
to the parish’s Spanish Mass on Sunday. 


‘““WE’RE SORT of like missionaries 
up here. We’re not separate from the 
parish,’’ Chavez said. 


Members of the Mexican-American 
Taxpayers Association attend St. Mary’s 
parish council meeting to explain work 
being done at the chapel, she said, adding 
that in the parish the group is known as 
““Amigos of St. Mary’s Chapel.’’ 


Masses are celebrated in the chapel 
only on special occasions, such as the feast 
of Our Lady of Guadalupe. This year, a 
Mass was also celebrated in the facility on 
Easter Sunday. 


SIX YEARS ago a young woman who 
had attended catechism classes in the 
chapel received special permission to be 
married in the sanctuary, Chavez said, 
adding that the chapel’s statue of the 
Virgin Mary still holds the bride’s 
bouquet. A baptism has also been 
performed in the facility. 


Now that the chapel is restored, 
Chavez hopes to raise funds to finance the 
construction of a classroom behind the 
facility. The classroom would be used for 
CCD instruction, she said. Presently, 
classes are held in the chapel where the 
children must use the kneelers as seats 
and the pews as desks, she explained. 


Chavez also would like the parking lot 
adjoining the chapel to be paved.

WASHINGTON (NC) — Father 
Charles E. Curran’s claim that public 
dissent is possible from the Catholic 
Church’s ordinary, authoritative but 
non-infallible hierarchical teaching raises 
questions about which church teachings 
must be believed and how. 


“*T have not denied any matter of faith. 
I am not denying any infallible 
teaching,’’ said Father Curran, 
describing his general stance. 


A MORAL theology professor at The 


WASHINGTON (NC) — When 
the Vatican Congregation for the 
Doctrine of the Faith found some of 
Father Charles Curran’s moral 
teachings ‘‘in open contrast’’ with 
church teaching authority, what he 
thinks about dissent itself was one of 
the chief problems. 


Father Curran, a moral theology 
professor at The Catholic University of 
America for 20 years, could face loss of 
his teaching post there for refusing 
Vatican demands to retract ‘‘positions 
that violate the conditions necessary 
for a professor to be called a Catholic 
theologian.”’ 


Here is a summary of the main 
issues on which Father Curran and the 
doctrinal congregation are at odds: 


© Public theological dissent. 

The doctrinal congregation cites the 
teaching of the Second Vatican 
Council that ‘‘religious submission of 
the will and the intellect must be given, 
in a special way, to the authentic 
teaching authority of the Roman 
Pontiff.’’ It says that the ‘‘so-called 
right of public dissent’’ advocated by 
Father Curran ‘‘would in effect 
constitute an alternative magisterium’’ 
or teaching authority in the Church. 


Father Curran argues that the points 
on which he dissents are not ‘‘matters 
of divine and Catholic faith.’’ Rather, 
he says, ‘‘the issues are all matters of 
ordinary, non-infallibile teaching.”’ 
Citing norms for dissent in the U.S. 
bishops’ 1968 pastoral letter, ‘Human 
Life in our Day,”’ he argues that there 
is room for public theological dissent 
within the Church under certain 
conditions. 


He says that the number of areas in 
which he dissents is small in 
comparison with the broad areas of 
Catholic moral teaching that he up- 
holds. 


e Artificial contraception, direct 
sterilization. 

It is papal teaching ‘‘that every 
marital act must remain open to the 
transmission of life,’’ and therefore 
acts aimed at obstructing that purpose 


“fare forbidden as_ intrinsically 
wrong,’’ says the doctrinal 
congregation. 


Father Curran objects that this 
approach ties moral judgments too 
closely to the physical or biological 
structure of the act rather than to a 


broader moral framework of 
intentions, meanings, and _ relation- 
ships. He contends that artificial 


contraception and sterilization ‘‘are 

not intrinsically evil but can be good or 

evil insofar as they are governed by the 

principles of responsible parenthood 
_and stewardship.”’ 


e Abortion, euthanasia. 

Church teaching affirms ‘‘the sacred 
and inviolable character of human life 
from the moment of conception,”’ 
condemning abortion and euthanasia 


as ‘‘unspeakable crimes,’’ says the 
doctrinal congregation. 
On abortion, Father Curran 


questions the ‘‘moment of 


Curran, Vatican positions 


Catholic University of America, he faces 
possible loss of his teaching post because 
the Vatican’s doctrinal congregation 
judges that he holds dissenting positions 
not compatible with teaching as a 
Catholic theologian. 


Infallibility itself was formally defined 
in 1870 by the First Vatican Council. The 
definition is a highly technical one that 
has had theologians debating the nuances 
of its meaning for the past century. 

Since then the one church teaching 


clearly and explicitly declared and defined 
as a matter of necessary faith for Catholics 


conception’’ view, arguing instead that 
“truly individual human life begins at 
the time of individuation, which occurs 
between the 14th and the 21st day after 
conception.’’ In facing issues of 
conflict resolution, he would not 
require an absolute prohibition, but 
would argue that “‘one can be justified 
in taking truly individual life only for 
the sake of the life of the mother or for 
a value commensurate with life itself.’’ 


On euthanasia, he says he never 
wrote an in-depth study, but he has 
argued ‘‘tentatively’’ that ‘‘when the 
dying process begins there seems to be 
no difference between the act of 
omission (not using extraordinary 
means) and the positive act of bringing 
about death.’’ He also argues that his 
position in practice ‘‘would differ only 
slightly from the official hierarchical 
teaching’ that rejects all forms of 
direct intervention to hasten or bring 
about death. 


® Masturbation, premarital 
intercourse, homosexual acts. 

Church teaching has ‘‘declared 
without hesitation that masturbation is 
an imstrinsically and_ seriously 
disordered act,’’ says the doctrinal 
congregation. Says Father Curran: 
““Masturbatory acts are ordinarily not 
very important or significant and 
usually do not involve grave matter. 
Such actions are generally 
symptomatic of other realities and 
should be treated as such.”’ 


Because church teaching considers — 
sexual relations outside marriage 
always intrinsically and _ seriously 
wrong, the doctrinal congregation 
insists on an absolute prohibition of 
premarital sexual relations. Father 
Curran says he would admit 
exceptions ‘‘only in very rare and 
comparatively few situations... on 


the basis of a theology of 
compromise.”’ 

The doctrinal congregation says 
homosexual acts always ‘‘lack an 


essential and indispensable finality”’ 
and must therefore always be 
considered gravely wrong. Father 
Curran says that ‘‘homosexual 
relationships fall short of the full 
meaning of human sexuality,’’ but 
‘fon the basis of a theology of 
compromise I propose that for an 
irreversible, constitutional, or genuine 
homosexual, homosexual acts in the 
context of a loving relationship striving 
for permanency can in a certain sense 
be objectively morally acceptable.”’ 


© Indissolubility of marriage. 
The doctrinal congregation says that 


‘‘a Catholic cannot affirm the 
contrary’? of what was ‘‘clearly 
taught’? by the Second Vatican 


Council and the Council of Trent: that 
a sacramental, consummated marriage 
is indissoluble. Father Curran, 
arguing that the New ‘Testament 
teaching on marital indissolubility 
represents an ideal to be striven for 
and not an absolute norm binding on 
all, urges a change in church teaching 
and practice to allow divorce in certain 
limited circumstances.

was Pope Pius XII’s declaration in 1950 
of the dogma of Mary’s assumption into 
heaven, body and soul, after her death. In 
1854 Pius IX had infallibly defined the 
dogma of the Immaculate Conception, 
that Mary was conceived without sin. 


WHEN ASKED to say what the 
Church’s infallible teachings are, Jesuit 
Father Avery Dulles said, ‘“‘You can 
never spell all that out.”’ 


If there is ‘‘a formal definition’’ of 
church teaching issued by a pope or 
council ‘‘with an anathema attached,’’ he 
said, it would be considered infallible. For 


centuries a common formula, attached by 


popes and councils at the end of formal 
definitions settling disputed points of 
belief, was the condemnation, ‘‘if 
anyone, God forbid, should hold other- 
wise, let him be anathema.’ 


“Nobody will confine infallibility to 
these explicit declarations,’’ added Father 
Dulles, who teaches systematic theology 
at Catholic University. 


AS A BASIC criterion for infallible 
teaching, Father Dulles suggested that it 
must be a statement ‘‘proposed by the 
magisterium (church teaching authority) 
as a matter of faith or so intrinsically 
connected with faith that it cannot be 
denied without doing violence to faith 
itself.’’ 


Even with infallible statements, there is 
room for theologians to question, debate, 
or disagree on certain aspects of them, in 
accord with norms spelled out by the 
Vatican in 1973, Father Dulles said. 


The 1973 declaration by the 
Congregation for the Doctrine of the 
Faith to which he referred said that 
pronouncements of faith depend in part 
upon limits of language, history, 
circumstances, and the intention involved 
at the time of the pronouncement. ‘‘All 
these things have to be taken into account 
in order that these pronouncements may 
be properly interpreted,’’ the declaration 
said. 


FATHER DULLES, saying he lacked 
the expertise in the moral issues on which 
Father Curran is in conflict with the 
Vatican, declined to say how the norms of 
interpreting infallible statements might 
apply to the theological positions Father 
Curran has adopted regarding non- 
infallible teachings. 


Jesuit Father Richard A. McCormick, 
senior research fellow at the Kennedy 
Institute for Bioethics in Washington and 
co-editor with Father Curran of the 
Readings in Moral Theology series, said 
there is a ‘‘black-and-white’’ difference 
between a theologian’s approach to 
infallible teachings and’ non-infallible 
ones. 


With infallible teaching, a theologian’s 
basic response is ‘‘an act of faith’’ and an 
attempt to deepen one’s understanding of 
that belief, he said. 


IT IS GENERALLY agreed among 
theologians that there is no such thing as 
infallible church teaching about 
“concrete moral behavior . . . with the 
possible exception of the indissolubility of 
marriage,’’ he said. 


Even on that question, said Father

WON’T RETRACT — Speaking at a 
Washington press conference, Father 
Charles E. Curran, professor of moral 
theology at The Catholic University of 
America in Washington, says that he 
has rejected a Vatican order to retract 
his views and may lose his right to 
teach at the university.

“‘the implications of the teaching rather 
than the teaching itself.’ 


Father McCormick, reached by. phone 
in Florida, where he was teaching during 
a sabbatical from the Kennedy Institute, 
described Father Curran’s dissent on 
abortion as allowing abortion only in 
‘‘extremely rare’’ circumstances. He 
called it ‘‘tinkering at the fringes,’’ rather 
than repudiating or challenging the 
substance of the Church’s teaching. 


HE SHARPLY contrasted Father 
Curran’s dissent on abortion from the 
kind of dissent exhibited by a group of 
Catholic thinkers and activists who signed 
a statement on abortion that appeared as 
an ad in The New York Times in 1984. 


The ad failed to spell out any moral 
limits on abortion and those who signed it 
‘“‘walked into a_ straight pro-choice 
agenda’’ whether they intended to or not, 
he said. 


In latest developments the Vatican’s 
doctrinal congregation has called for 
Father Curran’s ‘‘definitive .. . final 
written reply’’ on whether he retracts his 
views on some church teachings. Father 
Curran promised to reply right after 
Easter, but indicated March 25 there 
would be no retraction.

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Britschgi prepares catechists for this 
ministry during a series of classes she 
conducts every fall. Aspects of their 
formation include knowledge of 
disabilities, learning characteristics of 
disabled people, curriculum design, and 
the use of teaching aids. Workshops on 
preparing for and celebrating the above- 
named sacraments are also part of the 
catechists’ formation, she said. 


“THE U.S. BISHOPS’ pastoral on 
handicapped people emphasizes the 
importance of integrating people with 
‘“physical and psychological disabilities’’ 
into the Christian community. 

“The leaders and the general member- 
ship of the Church must educate 
themselves to appreciate fully the 
contribution handicapped people can 
make to the Church’s spiritual life.” 
Living ‘‘in the shadow of the 
cross . . . they forge virtues like courage, 
patience, perseverance, compassion, and 
sensitivity that should serve as an 
inspiration to all Christians,’’ the pastoral 
states. 

In some parishes, this integration is 
becoming a reality. 

Twenty-nine-year-old Danny 
Benavidez serves Mass regularly at St. 
Rose of Lima Church, and two other 
disabled students are learning to become 
altar servers, Edith Benavidez said. One 
student is an usher.

LAST YEAR some students visited a 
local nursing home where they took favors 
they made in their religious education 
class. 


At St. Michael’s parish, disabled 
students, whose ages range from five 
years to the early 20s, participate in a 
variety of ministries — as ushers, altar 
servers, and gospel pageant characters 
they portray in the annual children’s 
Christmas Eve liturgy, said Deacon Jim 
Roy, Director of Catechetical Ministry.

In order to resolve international mis- 
understandings before they get to the 
stage of war, the bishops called for a new 
international structure, capable of dealing 
with issues of potential war as well as with 
dilemmas such as poverty, hunger, and 
global environmental threats. ; 


They propose improving and 
expanding the role of the United Nations 
and suggest that ‘“‘the growing interde- 
pendence of nations and peoples of the 
world,’’ compounded by activities of 
multinational corporations and_ other 
entities, ‘“‘requires new structures of 
cooperation.”’ 


THEY ALSO yearned for ‘‘a truly 
effective international authority.”’ 


Weigel made a similar point when he 
said Catholic theology on war and peace 
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issues says there is a moral imperative for 
international frameworks that deal with 
international problems, such as 
terrorism. 


The bishops, in their pastoral, said the 
hope for an international structure “‘is not 
unrealistic, because the point has been 
reached where public opinion sees clearly 
that with the massive weaponry of the 
present, war is no longer viable.’’ 


“THERE IS A substitute for war,”’ 
the bishops added. ‘“There is negotiation 
under the supervision of a global body 
realistically fashioned to do its job.”’ 


Such an international body, the bishops 
said, must ‘‘be given the authority to 
keep constant surveillance on the. entire 
earth’? and ‘‘be empowered by all the 
nations to enforce its commands on every 
nation.”’

Therese parish, Britschgi said. Two deaf 
priests, Father Tom Schweitzer and 
Father Brian Doran from the Los Angeles 
diocese, concelebrated the March 2 Mass. 


Reconciliation services during Lent 
and Advent are also held at St. Mary 
Magdalene for the deaf community and 
their families, Britschgi said. 


“Our parishes are beginning to 
recognize the potential that people with 
disabilities have in their ability to give as 
well as to receive,’’ Britschgi said. 

ABOUT 70 parishes provide no 
services for their disabled members, she 
said. ‘‘The ideal is for every parish to 
accept the responsibility for catechesis for 
all its members,’’ thus eliminating the 
need for families to transport their handi- 
capped children to centers outside their 
parish.

What obstacles hinder disabled people 
from becoming equal partners in the 
Christian community? 


According to Britschgi, the highest 
hurdle is a lack of awareness of the ‘‘needs 
of people with disabilities as they try to 
worship, participate, and grow in their 
faith.’’ If more parishes had accessible 
buildings and programs, people with 
disabilities would feel welcome and 
accepted there, she said. 


The ministry of her office is to ‘‘build 
bridges across the chasm of ignorance 


_ separating handicapped people from their 


non-handicapped peers.’’ She hopes this 
will enable them not only to “‘share, pray, 
and celebrate together,’’ but also to 
experience friendship.

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My college son told me that a girl in his complex invited 
him and his roommate for homemade manicotti.

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worry about it.”’ 

“Ts he going to carry you inside?’’ I asked. Gathering 
steam, I continued, ‘‘What if your car gets stuck? What if 
you can’t find a parking place and have to walk a block in 
those?

Hardly an original statement but I wasn’t being 
original, just being Mother. 


She gave me a gimmee-a-break look and the doorbell 
rang.

helping mothers. After I battled my wrestler to eat right, 
get lots of sleep, and take vitamin C, all to little avail, he 
announced that his coach told them to eat right, get lots of 
sleep, and take vitamin C because he didn’t want any sick 
wrestlers. 


TO HIS credit, Steve told me all this with a proper 
degree of abashment, but I couldn’t resist the urge to say, 
““Why didn’t I think of that?’’ 


Sometimes I don’t use good judgment but inwardly I 
said, ‘“Thanks, coach.’’ 


What it comes down to is that I’ve learned that our kids 
don’t have to learn all their good habits from us.

Has the church ever approved of polygamy? 


QUESTION: Recently I read that it 
was not until the late Middle Ages that 
4 papal encyclical banned the practice 
of polygamy in the Church. Would you 
comment on the history of polygamous 
practices in the Church prior to its 
being officially prohibited? (Florida) 


ANSWER: There is no evidence that 
the Catholic Church, either in_ its 
theologians or (even more so) in its 
official teachings, ever approved the 
practice of polygamy, that is, one 
husband having more than one wife at the 
same time. 


From earliest Christian times up to the 
present, the position that the nature of 
marriage and the fulfillment of its 
purposes demands one husband united to 
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one wife has been central to Christian 
teaching about the union of marriage, 
including the sacrament of marriage itself 
— the marital union of two Christians. 


SEVERAL REASONS may explain 
the confusion you apparently 
encountered. One is the obvious divine 
approval of polygamous marriages in the 
Old Testament. Christian theologians 
through the centuries have speculated on 
how that could be. 


Some said polygamy is only illicit

because of an explicit command by God. 
A more common position is that having 
several wives is against the natural law 
but was permitted in the Old Testament 
by God for special reasons. In either case, 
none have defended polygamy as a 
morally lawful option since Christ. 


It is true that several hundred years ago 
the Church made some strong statements 
against polygamy that might seem to 
imply this teaching was something new. 
These Catholic declarations, however, 
were to repudiate a position held by some 
of the major Protestant reformers that at 
the very least leaned heavily toward 
occasional permission to have more than 
one wife. 


THE POLITICAL leader, Philip of 
Hesse, for example, consulted Martin 
Luther and Philip Melancthon about his 
desire to take a second wife. They gave 
their approval since ‘‘what was permitted 
in marriage in the law of Moses, the 
Gospel does not take away.’’ The Council 
of Trent in 1563 strongly opposed that 
position. 

Even into this century some writers 
unfriendly toward the Catholic Church 
have claimed that certain popes permitted 
bigamous unions for some royal officials. 

The allegation was repeated several 
times, for example, that Pope Clement 
VII declared himself prepared to grant a 
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disposition to King Henry VIII for 
bigamy. To my knowledge, however, no 
historian today seriously embraces that 
position. 


QUESTION: I have a colleague and 
friend who is Jewish, born in Hungary. 
He told me that in World War II in 
Nazi Hungary he was baptized by the 
Eastern Rite Catholic Church with the 
sole purpose of obtaining a baptismal 
certificate in order -to escape 
persecution. He said he was not sure 
whether the priest was aware of his 
intentions. 


Is the rite of baptism valid in his case 
or not? (New York) 


ANSWER: In many parts of Europe 
during the Nazi era, baptismal certificates 
frequently were given to Jewish men and 
women by Catholics and other Christians 
for the purpose your friend indicates. 


To my knowledge, usually the 
certificates were given without an actual 
baptismal rite taking place, as apparently 
happened with your friend. 


According to your letter, he had no 
desire to be baptized a Christian. The 
baptism of any adult with such an 
intention would certainly be invalid.

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Pastoral response to 
women now being written

WASHINGTON (NC) — A 
committee of U.S. bishops has begun 
writing the first draft of a ‘‘pastoral 
response’ to the concerns of Catholic 
women, the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops announced March 27. 


The project, organized in 1983, has 
“1988 as its target date for completion. It 
has already been the subject of one of the 
widest grassroots consultations ever held 
in the Catholic Church in the United 
States. 


THE PLANNED document will have 

to confront such controversial issues as 

gsexism, women’s ordination, and 

abortion, birth control, and sexual 

preference, said Sister Mariella Frye, staff 
aide to the bishops’ drafting committee. 


Bishop Joseph L. Imesch of Joliet, Ill., 
«head of the committee, said in a status 
report to the NCCB Administrative 
Committee in March that the first draft of 
the document should be finished next 
year. His report was not made public, but 
the NCCB issued a news release March 
27 on the committee’s progress. 


Sister Frye, a member of the Mission 
Helpers of the Sacred Heart, said the 
document was originally planned as a 
national pastoral letter but is now being 
called unofficially a ‘‘pastoral response”’ 


to the concerns of women. 


“MANY WOMEN objected to writing - 
a pastoral on women,”’ she said.

She told National Catholic News 
Service that when committee members 
met last November, they ‘‘had to get a 
handle on the issues they had heard’’ 
from national hearings and diocesan 
listening sessions all across the country. 


They came up with ‘‘personhood, 
ecclesiology, justice, marriage and 
family, and sexuality and reproduction’’ 
as headings or topics, she said. 


Under personhood, she said, the 
bishops plan to treat issues such as 
sexism, or ‘‘ 
persons and whatever negates them as 
persons.’’ 


ECCLESIOLOGY WOULD treat 
women in the Church as_ baptized 
persons, she said. Some issues of church 
treatment of women would fall under that 
heading, while others might fall under the 
heading of justice, she added. Asked if the 
committee would deal with controversial 
issues such as the ordination of women, 
she said they ‘‘would have to address it.’’ 


Sister Frye said the committee started 
“‘fleshing out’’ its treatment of person- 
hood and ecclesiology at a meeting in 
February, and it planned to develop the 
topics of justice and marriage and family 
at a meeting in June. 


When it meets in November it will 
work on the topic of sexuality and 
reproduction, she said.

I TRIED to get Carrie to comment on 
the ads, but she was mum. Apparently, 
they don’t make a big impression on her 
and she has Disney for an alternative. 


You might want to sacrifice a Saturday 
morning sometime soon to check out the 
messages your children are ingesting once 
a week, It might explain a lot about their 
eating habits.
